GOODING - Gooding County commis- 
sioners will sec Sheriff Jim Jux in court. 

That was the verdict of a heated four-hour 
meeting to find out why the sheriff hos run 
out of money three weeks before the fiscal 
- year ends. ? 

~ Meanwhilcrjcsidcnts'urc 'circulating~pcti~ 
tions to oust Jax from office. 

Jax insisted throughout Monday's meeting 
that commissioners should have budgeted 
another $25,000 for the year to cover juve- 
nile detention and medical bills. But he re- 
fused to answer many questions, citing his 
attorney’s advice. 

Under Idaho law, elected officials become 
personally liable for non-cmcrgcncy spend- 
ing in excess of their budgets. 

The commissioners will ask Judge Roger 
"Burdick' to' look at tlilT books, figure ouFwhaf 
went wrong and decide whether they can 
augment their emergency budget until the 
new budget year begins Oct. I . 

Upset with the sheriffs fiscal manage- 
ment, the commissioners cut his salary next 
year by $9,400 and criticized him for hiring 
too many jailers without fair hiring prac- 
tices. 

Former' jail supervisor Bob Morgodo 
asked the commissioners to go through jail 
employee records. At one time, three or four 
jailers would be working with only 10 peo- 
ple in the jail, he said. 

”1 think you’d find gross negligence," he 
said. 

The commissioners weren’t the only ones 
to express their unhappiness with Jax, who 
laid off his six deputies -and a clerk on Fri- 
day until Oct. 1, to stay within budget guide- 
lines. , 


As the deputies cooled their heels on their , 
third day ofT, Gooding residents Tonya and 
Michael Boyer filed a petition with 20 
names seeking to recall Jax. Jax; elected in . 
1992. wasn’t doing his job, said Michael, 
who quit as a county jailer soon after Jax 
took office. '

“He overspent his budget. Rumors we have 
been hearing for months ... he knew this was 
going on. ...

They started col-, 
lecting names at' 8 p.m. Sunday night and 
hod 20 by 1 1 a.m. Monday, she said.

“After. a while,' that really adds up,” said 
Foster, who once got federal money to pay 
all of her child-care bill of more than $300 
n month.

Verbal war over Medicare 
heats up along party lines

WASHINGTON — Republican 
changes in Medicare would be far 
more painfu l for senior citizens than 
the $7-n-mohth premium' increase that 
. House Speaker Newt Gingrich is talk- 
ing about, Democratic leaders con- 
tended Monday; , . 

The elderly will wind up paying al- 
most S20 a month extra by 2002 and 
more than $1,300 each over the next 
seven years, the Democrats argued 
Monday. 

j Republicans challenged their oppo- 
nents' .math and accused' them of ig- 
noring the S270 billion in savings the' 
GOP. Is seeking. ^ 

. But they also conceded that the 
Medicare Part B premium may be as 
much as, $10 higher in 2002 under 
their pldn ihan under President Clin- 


ton’s budget — not S7 as Gingrich 
said Sunday. 

With the Republicans holding off 
releasing details on their proposal un- 
til week’s end, Democrats were quick 
to offer their own grim calculotions.— 

Rep. Sam Gibbons of Florida, the 
top Democrat on the Ways and Means 
Committee, predicted the GOP would 
have to "cul the dickens out of the 
benefit package in order to hold tho 
increase to S7.” 

"We think they vastly underestimat- 
ed the impact on benefits," said -White 
House press secretary Mike McCurry, 
traveling with' the president in Carbon- 
dale, III. 

But Tony Blankley, Gingrich’s 
press secretary, said; "The Democrats’ 
mistake is not calculating the contain- 
ment of the costs of the program over 
seven years under our reform.” . 

. The Republicans have- been count- 


ing on raising $60 billion over seven 
years by making Medicare beneficia- 
ries keep paying 31.5 percent of the 
cost of their Part B coverage. Part B 
covers doctor bills and lab tests. 

Clinton wonts the premiums to cov- 
er 25 percent of costs. That would 
mean the current premium, $46.10 a 
month, would drop to $43.70 in Jan- 
uary, followed by annual increases, 
that would boost the prcmiuiu to 

$82.80 a month by 2002 . 

The Republican plan would produce 
premiums "in the S50 ballpark" for 
1996, and somewhere under S93 by 
2002, said Ari Fleischer, the GOP 
spokesman for the Ways nnd Means 
Committee. 

The White House contends the pre- 
miums would be $102.60 a month by 
2002 if the elderly keep paying a 31.5 
percent share. Fleischer called that 
number "bogus "

LOS ANGELES (AP) — Images of OJ. 
Simpson wearing snug leather gloves like 
those found by murder investigators capti- 
vated anxious jurors Monday after prosecu- 
tors were forced to begin their rebuttal even 
though the defense refused to rest.' 

In an unusual assertion of power. Judge 
•Lance Ito ordered testimony to resume in 
spite of defense plans to present "startling" 
evidence involving a mystery witness and a 
vow to appeal rulings involving .Detective 
Mark Fuhrman. 

Prosecutor Murcia Clark reluctantly began 
.her rebuttal with a gallery of photos of a 
glove-clad Simpson, microphone in hand, 
doing TV commentary oh football games in 
the early 1990s. .* 

Some of the pictures showed Simpson 
.wearing brown gloves, similar to the bloody . 
gloves introduced as evidence. Other pic- 
tures showed him wearing black gloves, and 
the judge questioned their relevance. 

_ Clark said the black glove's showed “a 
very short and tight fft," which was impor- 
tant in judging how Simpson wore his 
gloves. 

Jurors, who last heard testimony Wednes- 
day and have been kept under guard for ex- 
actly eight months,' took copious notes on 
the glove exhibition, which included video 
footage of Simpson as an NBC broadcaster. 


• When the print pictures were passed to ju- 
rors, they held them close to their faces for 
viewing. . 

When the photos first went up showing 
Simpson in ' his former life, he became ani- 
mated, pointing to his palm and whispering 
to one of his attorneys. 

The videotapes, although shown without 
sound, provided a mini-rctrospcctive of 
Simpson’s TV career, showing the photo- 
genic football legend doing friendly inter- 
views with Cincinnati Bcngals’ thcn-coach 
Sam Wyche and quarterback Boomer Esia- 
son and talking with his former NBC col- 
leagues, including Bob Costas. _ __ 

The glove presentation was the prosecu- 
tion’s final attempt to erase the impact of an 
earlier demonstration that failed when Simp- 
son struggled to pull on the evidence gloves 
and told the jury they were too small. Mon- 
day was the first time the jury, saw the prose- 
cution photos of Simpson wearing gloves. 

Glove expert Richard Rubin was in the 
courtroom waiting to testify about similari- 
ties between the bloody gloves and those 
Simpson wore on the football field sidelines. 

Defense IniVyers fought to keep out the 
pictures, saying that prosecutors had them 
before they rested their case last July and 
should not have been allowed to hold them 


back for dramatic effect until the rebuttal 
case. 

lt<? said although prosecutors received 
some of the pictures, before resting, they had 
no obligation to use them before they could 
be analyzed. 

’ Fuhrman testified he found a bloody glove- 
on Simpson’s estate that matched one near 
the bodies of Simpson’s cx-wifc Nicole 
Brown Simpson and her friend Ronald 
Goldman. For more thnn a year, Fuhrmna 
has been a target of attacks by defense attor- 
neys, who contend his is a racist capable of 
framing Simpson. 

Outside the jury’s prcs'eticc last week, the 
retired detective invoked his Fifth Amend- 
ment right against self-incrimination and re- 
fused to answer any questions, including 
whether he planted evidence against Simp- 
son. 

The judge rcfuscdjo have Fuhrman in- 
voke the Fifth before jurors, but he had . 
drafted an instruction telling jurors .that 
Fuhrman was unavailable as a witness and 
that they could take that into consideration 
when weighing his credibility. 

Prosecutors asked an appeals court to. in- 
tervene. On orders from the higher court,, Ito 
withdrew the jury instruction, a move that 
sent defense attorneys scrambling over the 
weekend.

Lung cancer deaths 
in men, women on rise 


NEW YORIC (AP) — Lung can- 
cer death rates among women 
“smokers soared sixfold from the 
1960s to the 1980s, a new study 
found. 

Such deaths increased from 26 
. per 100,000 to 155 per 100,000, 
said one of the researchers," Dr. 
Michael J. Thun of the American 
Cancer Society. During the same 
period, the rate nearly doubled in 
men who smoke, from 187 to 341. 

There was no increase in non- 
smokers. 

Lung enpeer has now surpassed 
heart disease as the leading cause of 
smoking-related deaths among 
white middle-class smokers, Thun 
said. 

r Thc study, by Thud and colleagues 
at the Emory University School of 
Public Health, appears in the 
September issue of the American 
Journal of Public Health. The find- 
ings came from a comparison of two 
large studies sponsored by the cancer 
society, one from 1959-1965 and the 
other from 1982-1988. 


Heart disease death rates declined 
by 50 percent in Both smokers and 
nonsmokers, the researchers found. 

Death rates from. lung cancer, 
. coronary heart disease tmd other 
smoking-related diseases were mea- 
sured in more than 200,000 current 
smokers and 480,000 lifelong non- 
smokers in each study. 

Premature mortality — the excess 
death rate in smokers compared 
with nonsmokers — doubled in 
women and continued unchanged in 
men, the researchers found. 

The increases occurred during a 
time when the cigarette industry was 
introducing lower-tar cigarettes and 
filters. If such cigarettes have any 
benefits for older smokers they 
“have been apparently overwhelmed 
by more potent adverse changes in 
smoking behavior and perhaps other 
factors,” the researchers said. 

“Cigarette smoking remnins by 
far the largest single preventable 
cause of premature mortality in the 
United States,” the researchers 
said. 


‘.WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
Federal Election Commission quietly 
settled a dccadc-otd ease against a for- 
mer Bob Dole fund-raiser by collect- 
ing a SI 3,000 fine from the longtime 
supporter. 

Dole was never accused of wrong- 
doing. But the conduct of David Owen 
became an issue in the 1988 
Republican presidential campaign as 
Dole’s rivtris questioned some of 
Owen’s dealings. Democratic critics 
also noted Dole’s close tics to Owen, 
who eventually went to prison on 
unrelated charges. 

Owen was a national fund-raiser for 
Dole in his bid for the 1988 
Republican presidential nomination 
but resigned in January 1988 when 
news reports raised questions abou| a 
variety of issues, including his man- • 

agcmcnt.of a blind trust for Dole’s 

wife, Elizabeth. 

The FEC Inst week made public a 
settlement under which„Owcn, a for- 
mer Kansas lieutenant governor, paid 
a fine to settle charges he illegally fun- 
nclcd money to a campaign fund for 
Republican senators in September 
1 984. The ease was settled in 1989 but 
had remained sealed while related 
matters were resolved. 

According to the FEC, the violation 
occurred in September 1984 when 
Owen was working ns a consultant for 
the now-dcfunct Birdview Satellite 
Communications Inc., based- in 
Overland Park, Kan. 

The FEC said Birdview gave Owen 
SI 0,000 to finance his membership in 
the National Republican Senatorial, 
Trust, part of the National Republican I 
Campaign Committee. Owen gained 


his membership by writing checks 
totaling $10,000 to various GOP. 
Senate candidates. 

Owen, who cooperated with the 
probe, testified that he knew it was 
illegal for a corporation to make a 
contribution to a political committee 
or to funnel it through an individual. 

The scheme had been set up nearly 
a year in advance. The FEC uncovered 
an Oct. 31, 1983, letter from Owen to 
Birdview president Charles Ross that 
laid out an agreement under which 
Owen “will join the Republican 
Senatorial Trust, if possible, With 
Birdview ... paying the membership 
fee of SI 0,000 annually and any 
expenses' incurred by Dave in attend- 
ing the meetings.” 

When Owen’s membership wn? 
approved, he wrote Ross that “this is 
good. news because the Trust is limited 
to 200 members nationwide, and there 
is n long waiting list As I mentioned 
to you, there will probably be monthly 
meetings in Washington where we 
will be able to talk one-on-one. with 
the Republican members of the 
Senate."

Sudan students protest government . . 

KHARTOUM, Sudan — Police fired tear gas and bullets Monday to 
disperse thousands of students demonstrating against the military gov- 
ernment, a news agency reported. At least 10 people were wounded. 

It was the third straight day of trouble at Khartoum University, and 
came amid reports of n severe bread shortage. 

The protesters shouted slogans against Lt. Gen. Omar cl-Bashir’s gov- 
ernment and Hossan Turabi, the Islamic lender considered the real power 
in Sudan, Egypt’s Middle East News Agency said. 

North Korea begins talks over reactors 

KUALA LUMPUR, Malaysia — Talks began Monday to work out 
' how North Korea would get two nuclear reactors worth S4 billion, but 
the communist nation was expected to press for SI billion in extras. 

The first meeting between North Korean officials and an international 
consortium led by the United States, South Korea and Japan yielded a 
joint statement that they exchanged views on “important matters con- 
cerning the provision of light-water reactors.” 

The consortium was set up as pan of an 1 1 -month-old deal between 
Norih Korea and Washington. The North froze its nuclear program, 
suspectcd of bomb development, in exchange for economic and polit- 
ical benefits, including two reactors that yield less wcapons-grade 
plutonium.

French police detain 40 in anti-terrorism sweep through country 


, PARIS (AP) — Police trying to 
crack'a wave of bombings blamed on 
Islamic militants swept through poor 
suburbs around Paris, 'Lyon and 
Grenoble on Monday, rounding up at 
least 40 people. 

Hundreds of investigators plso 
seized weapons, false documents, sus- 
pect vehicles, videotapes and printed 
material, according to an Interior 
Ministry statement. 

The second sweep in three days 
came as security was tightened across 
France. Hundreds more army rein- 
forcements were called to monitor the 


border, government buildings and 
monuments. 

Authorities focused on Islamic 
extremists "who could lend their help 
and belong to clandestine networks 
with terrorist purposes," a Paris police 
statement said. 

Last week, a car bomb exploded . 
outside a Jewish school in a Lyon sub- 
urb, injured 14 people. 

On Saturday,- police raided Muslim 
rudic.als in neighborhoods around 
Lyon and 22 peoplfc detained were 
still being held. French law allows 
suspected terrorists to be held no more 


thari four days without being charged. 

The terror attacks began July 25, 
when a bomb blast in a Paris subway 
train killed seven "and injured 84. 
Dozens of others were injured by blasts 
near the Arc dc Triomphe and on out- 
door market near Place de la Bastille. 

\ Two other bombs, one planted in -u 
public toilet in Paris nnd another on a 
high-speed train track near Lyon, 
failed to go off but resembled the oth- 
ers, made from blue gas canisters 
filled with nails nnd bolts. _ 

Authorities believe the most likely 
suspects are Algerian Muslim extrem- 


ists angered by France's financial sup- 
port of the military-installed govern- 
ment in Algeria. Insurgents seeking to 
establish an Islamic state in Algeria 
have kilted more than 30,000 people 
since January 1 992. 

The head of the French national 
police force, Claude Gueant, sai^ in 
an interview published in Tuesday's 
editions of the newspaper Lc Monde 
that Islamic extremists used young 
delinquents to further their own goals. 

“It is clear that experienced extrem- 
ist officials ... are deliberately prosely- 
tizing the youths of certain suburbs in 


difficult situations,” Gueant was quot- 
ed os saying. "It is also clear that these 
extremist officials ore trying to use 
some young delinquents." 

A suspect in ihe Oct. 26 failed 
bombing of the high-speed train line 
near Lyon appeared a ease in point. 
Police were searching for Khalcd 
Kclkal, a 24-year-old Algerian living 
in France; authorities have offered a 
reward for Kelkal's arrest. 

The Interior Ministry said 500 more 
military personnel were to be 
deployed beginning Tuesday to rein- 
force checks along France's northern 


and eastern borders. That brought Ml

ment and threatened to damage his car. He said she 
pushed him in the door, threw rocks at him and 
ripped his shirt. 

“If I hud any physical contact with her at this 
point, it was only to hold her off of me* he said. 

Bcnning and Phillips were released after posting 
bond. Lancaster County Attorney Gary Lacey said 
he didn’t know when he would decide what formal 
charges to file. 

Phillips is scheduled to be arraigned Tuesday.

When the Raiders and the Rnms left 
Los Angeles, they went in different 
directions both geographically and 
economically, a consumcr-oricntcd 
study of NFL game costs shows. 

Back in Oakland after a !3-ycar 
hiatus, the Raiders are charging an av- 
erage of 551 per ticket, the highest 
price in professional sports, according 
to Team Marketing Report. The 
Chicago-based sports business 
■ newsletter says the cost of a Raiders 
: ticket is up 62.8 percent this year from 
the 1994 average of $31.32. 

Meanwhile, the Rams, now settled 
in St. Louis after 49 seasons in Los 
Angeles, upped their average just 1 5.4 
percent from $29.13 to $33.61. 

The study also shows a dramatic 
difference in the Fan Cost Index, a 
formula combining the price of tick- 
' cts, parking, concessions and sou- 
venir* for a family of four. The FCI 
for Raiders games is up 42..1 prcccnt 
to $286 per game. For the Rams, it is 
up 1 1.2 percent to $196.43. 

With the Raiders leading the way, the 
average cost of an NFL ticket increased 
9.3 percent to $33.39. That leaves the 
league just behind the pace-setting 
NHL, which charges on average $33.66 

Perhaps as significant as the boost in 
NFL ticket prices is the increasing pro- 
portion of high-priced scats. This year, 
26.6 percent of tickets cost $37 or more. 
In 1994, that figure was 1 8. 1 percent. 

• "Because most NFL teams play to 
near-capacity crowds every game,- 
they have less of a need to segment- 
ticket prices than baseball and basket- 
ball teams have," said Sean Brenner,

Survey: Economists see no recession in 1995 or 1996

• WASHINGTON — The economy has 
reached the long-discussed “soft landing," 
with no recession in sight, top unulysts be- 
lieve. 

The consensus of the latest surveys by the 
National Association of Business Economists 
and the newsletter Blue Chip Economic Indi- 
cators projects the economy growing 2.9 per- 
cent this year and 2.4 percent in 1 996. 

"Out of 49 respondents, only one antici- 
pates that a recession will begin this year," 
the business economists said in releasing 
their survey resuIts Monday. “Three more ex- 
pect the next recession to begin sometime in 
1996.” 

None of the 52 Blue Chip forecasters saw a 
recession coming in either year.

Shelter director offers a hand

BURLEY - There arc times Hazel 
Reeves wants to quit running a homeless 
shelter and soup kitchen, such as’when 
she took a rare trip, and a volunteer stole 
everything from her money to her tires. 

But the 74-ycnr-old non-denomination- 
al minister and former. Minidoka County 
homesteader, who helps and hugs the 
“hurting" people at Helping Hands 
Christian Outreach Mission in Burley, 
hasn't given in to her misgivings. 

“A lot of times you think ‘Oh my land, 
what am I doing?’ But it just seems like 
there’s no place to quit. There’s so much 
to do,” Reeves said. 

“You know what? You never stop help- 
ing peoplc./cven if you don't trust them,” 
she added. “If 1 know they’re really sin- 
cere, 1*11 help them.” . . .' .* 

Like many women in social-service 
roles - positions normally held by women 
, - Reeves said family life taught her com- 
passion. She also worked with young 1 
people^ addicted to drugs nnd alcohol 
while Itvingfor a while in California.

Nearly six years 
ago. Reeves started speaking at the 
nascent mission for a couple who then 
helped run it. When they asked Reeves to 
take over the mission, she refused a few 
times, saying she didn't know how. 

But finally Reeves accepted, and she 
has been running it solo ever since." 

The shelter can house up to 25 people, 
although sometimes overcrowding has. 
caused people to sleep in the mission's 
chapel. Men sleep in a separate dormitory 
with nine beds, and there are rooms in the 
mission’s main building for foniilies or 
women. 

For the post year. Reeves has had n 
trustworthy “right-hand woman’’ in 53- 


year-old Cnrletta Faught, who said she 
moved back to the Mini-Cassia arca after 
running out of money. One of Helping 
Hands’ other volunteers recently started 
classes at the College of Southern Idaho 
in Twin Falls after getting help from 
Reeves. 

"1 help here, and she gives me a private 
room and clothes," Faught said. "I do 
everything I can for her because 1 appre- 
ciate it.” . . 

People ore supposed to stay for one to 
three days, but Reeves said she lets peo- 
ple stay longer if they arc looking for jobs 
or affordable places to live. One shelter 
rule is that all guests must anend Sunday 
and Tuesday church services nnd Bible 
studies. 

. .Reeves also gives destitute people 
'donated food and clothing, and Iocnl peo- 
ple and churches provide all of Helping 
Hands’ furnishings and hand outs. Any, • < 
excess is sent to other missions. > 

Churches of all denominations also 
help out with shelter duties, including 
canning abundant vegetables, cooking 
and serving week-night meals for about 
30 people. English and Spanish classes

TWIN FALLS - The city's residential 
and commercial growth doesn’t neces- 
sarily derannd corresponding growth in 
the Twin Falls Fire Department/ Fire 
Chief Phil Clough told the City Council 
Monday. \ 

. Twin Falls can avoid building a fourth- 
fire station, Clough told council mem-, 
bers - but only if the fire department 
moves two fire stations out of their cur-t 
rent buildings. 

Clough recommended moving Station 
1 from its spot beside City Hall to 
_ Shosh6ae;Street .West, and -Station-3 - 
from the comer of Washington Street 
-South arid Orchard Drive to the intersec- 
tion of Addison Avenue East and 
Carriage'Lane. 

These moves, he said, would reduce 
“first-«Dgine" response. timei for. ajl. areas. 


of the city except Skylonc Park. 

But even response time to fires in the 
mobile homes at Skylane Park would 
still fall below the five-minute maximum 
set for effective fire fighting, Clough 
said. 

If fire fighters take longer thon five 
minutes to reach a structural fire,"it 
doesn't matter how long it takes to get 
. there” because the advanced blaze is 
likely to require all of the department’s 
resources, he said. 

.Clough's recommendations were 
based on a computor-genernted study 
that computed response times to fires in 
various parts of the City from existing 
-stations and from potcntiaLncw. shes^ 

The results show that Twin Falls can 
maintain. or improve fire protection to 
the growing city while avoiding the sig- 
nificant operating cost .of maintaining an 
additional station, City Manager Tom 
.Courtney, told the council. "J .- 


If City Council members decide to fol- 
low the fire chiefs direction, Clough 
said, they should build the new stations 
"to look like houses with big garages" so 
the fire department won’t locked into 
a station arrangement by^buitdings it 
can’t sell. , 

Clough did not say how much it 
would cost the city to construct two 
new fire stations or convert existing 
buildings. w 

He told council members that his plan 
is preliminary and will require extensive 
cost analysis.

locate $17,500 to fund part of the Tran^ IV 
•public transportation system. 

Jim.Vining request- 
ed an increase from the $10,000 annual 
funding it previously received from the .

Officials say 
they don’t 
favor return 
of chain gangs

TWIN FALLS - Though popular with 
some voters who arc frustrated with growing 
crime rates, the resurgence of shackled chain 
gangs as a form of prison punishment should 
not get started in Idaho, some state officials 
say. 

"To me the only reason to have a chain 
gang is to try to intimidate someone, £ Idaho 
Department of Correction director Jiin 
Spalding told The Tiripcs-Ncws last week. 

”1 don’t think that is going to make liny dif- 
ference in crime." he said. ' * 1 

This year, prisoners and inmates in 
Alabama started working in shackled chain 
gangs decades after, the concept was aban- 
doned. Supporters these days say chain gangs 
arc a cheap way to deter prisoners from com- 
mitting future crimes. " • 

Sen. Dfcnton Darrington, R-Burlcy. who 
heads the Idaho Senate Judiciary Committee, 
said the state cannot afford the armed supervi- 
sion of gongs, nor the lawsuits against the cru- 
elty of such punishment. 

Chain gangs of violent offenders would be 
expensive - about S200.000 annually for the 
armed supervision of every 10-12 man crew, 
he said. 

Low-risk inmates already clean streets and 
maintain grounds for military, national guard, 
state transportation department and the Nez 
Perce Department of Lands, Darrington said. 
Those “work gangs” performed a total of 
271,000 hours and generated S1.2 million for-' 
the state, he said. 

Spalding added that he expects costly law- 
suits to accompany those chain gangs already 
in effect in Alabama and a county in Arizona. 

The embarrassment nnd humiliation of such 
punishment will probably make them harder 
criminals when they get out of prison. 
Spalding said.

Revised Targhee plan 
draws fire from all sides 


" IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Targhee 
National Forest. managers want to 
restrict motorized travel in a revised 
forest plan that has conservationists 
wary and multiple-use advocates 
angry. 

After years of review, land man- 
agers have tentatively, called for 
closing 1,000 of the forest is roughly , 
3,000 miles’ of roads and trails' to 
motorized vehicles and trim annual 
logging to 7.2 million board feet.

Money may give boost to Cassia County 911

BURLEY - Cassia County’s 
emergency 91 1 system could get a 
big boost this year if county com- 
missioners accept a federal grant 
with strings attached. 

The grant, intended to keep more 
deputies on the street, would 
require the Cassia County Sheriff's 
Department to hire two more dis- 
patchers - in addition to the new 


dispatcher’s position funded by 
commissioners in the coming year. 

Uncle Sam would pay 75 percent 
of the cost this year, pumping 
$31,000 of federal tax money into 
Cassia County. But by the fourth 
year, the county must be funding 
the program on its own, according 
to sheriffs Lt. Jim Higens. 

The sheriffs department could 
use additional dispatchers because 
it plans to keep more officers on the 
street by having dispatchers com- 


plete officers’ incident reports, 
Higens said. Last month more than 
400 reports were filed, he said. 

On a busy night, an officer can 
reasonably spend up to three hours 
• filling out reports instead of 
patrolling the streets, said Sheriff 
Billy Crystal. 

While commissioners mull the 
consequences of having to pay the 
dispatchers with county money in 
four years, the new employees 
would help solve Higeris’ long-term 


dispatch personnel problem. 

Crystal said the department con- 
tinually receives letters of concern 
from its dispatchers, warning that 
they have loo many things to han- 
dle. Frequently only one dispatcher 
is available to handle, more than one 
emergency call, Crystal said. 

The 91 1 dispatch service has two 
staff members only 50 percent of 
the time, manning emergency calls 
during the peak hours of 9 p.m. to 2 
a.rn.. Crystal said. ’

Bannock County officials run up large travel bills 


: POCATELLO (AP) — Bannock County elected offi- 
cials ore spending more tax dollars on travel to out-of* 
• state conventions than officials in some other similar- 
sized counties and they arc having to divert cash from 
other purposes to cover the bills. 

■ .In the past year, county officials took 40 trips paid at 
■least partially by county taxpayers, and at least half 
were out of state, where some officials stayed in hotels 
^ for as much as $140 a night. Sometimes, spouses or 
other family members went along, although the county 
paid none of their expenses. 

In the 1994-1995 fiscal year, Bannock County bud- 


geted $42,260 for travel for the county's commis- 
sioners, clerk, sheriff, assessor and treasurer’s 
departments. 

None of the department heads have overspent their 
budgets, but commissioners have spent more than the 
S15.000 they originally budgeted for travel in the 12 
months that end Sept. 30, and have charged SI, 843 in 
various meals, hotels und other credit card expenses to 
the “Miscellaneous” fund. 

By comparison, Twin Falls County budgeted only 
$7,400 for travel in' the satire period for all elected 
county officials.

BOISE (AP) — Thc kidney dialysis 
unit at St. Alphonsus Rcgionnl Medical 
Center may move, expand and change 
its name within the next year. 

"We’ve done a lot of talking about 
this,” said Dr. Nngraj Narusimhan, a 
Boise kidney specialist. "Wc are get- 
ting closer to thc final product, but 
we’re not quite there yet.” 

In a joint venture, Boise’s three kid- 
n<?y specialists, along with St. Al’s, 
hope to open the St. . Alphonsus 
Nephrology Center with satellite 


offices in Nampa and Ontario. Ore. 

In 199jt, St. AI's provided kidney 
dialysis to 216 patients in thc three 
cities. 

Details have yet to be ironed out, 
but the plqn is to build a dialysis cen- 
ter near St. AI's that con handle up to 
24 patients at a time. Thc Nampa cen- 
ter would hold 15. 

The Ontario center will remain 
where it is now — in Holy Rosary 
Hospital. 

Most patients need dialysis three 


times a week, for four hours at a 
stretch. 

Dialysis docs thc job of failed kid- 
neys, filtering toxins from the body. 
For most patients, kidney failure is a 
consequence of diabetes or high blood 
pressure. 

Without dialysis, the patients would 
die within n few montlis. About half thc 
patients on dialysis in southwestern 
Idaho' arc waiting for’ a kidney trans- 
plant. They will wnit about nine months 
for n kidney to become available.

Tile estimates are based on people 
who subscribe to hurd-core suprema- 
cist literature, she told about 50 peo- 
ple attending a weekend conference 
in Casper titled "Creating a Moral

hate against race, gender, sexual ori- 
entation or religion.

Duplicate players can sympa- 
thize with today’s declarer. Good 
luck in trumps would have landed 
a lucrative overtrick. Rubber 
bridge players view his play with 
disdain. They would make today’s 
game with little effort 

Using transfers. South bid two 
hearts to direct North to bid 
spades. South promised five or 
more spades. When South bid 
hearts a second time, he 
promised at least four hearts. 

At duplicate, dummy's dia- 
mond ace won and South led a 
trump to his king. A finesse to 
dummy’s jack came next and it 
was a case of three or five. If it 
worked, and trumps split. South 
would have II tricks. When it 
; failed, the defenders took a trump, 
a diamond and two clubs for one 
down. A catastrophe? Not at du- 
p licate. Ot her declare rs suffered 
the same fate, "producing a near- 
average score. 

At rubber bridge, the trump fi- 
nesse is not a good bet A better 
play is to cash both high trumps, 
hoping to drop the queen. If it' ' 
falls, 11 tricks are routine. When it 
doesn’t fall, South starts the 
spades, As-long as the defender 
with the trump queen has at least 
three spades, the game is safe.
